2. Claims 1 -5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Recorded 
Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest a combination of process steps of method for 
detecting an STI void of a semiconductor wafer as cited in claims 1 and 3 comprising: 
forming, in the test region, by a process synchronous with other portions of the 
semiconductor wafer, active areas, trenches between the active areas, and the gate 
lines intercepting with the active areas, said trenches being filed with dielectric; and 
measuring electric values between said gate lines to determine whether there is a void 
formed in the trenches.
